None, Alaska, July 20.—The ice- 
breaking steamer Kit arrived here yes- 
terday from a cruise in the Arctic. The 
captain reported that he tried for 14 
days to break through the ice fleld to 
reach Wrangel Island and take off the 
men of the Stefansson expedition, who 
have ben marooned there since the old 
whaler Karluk was crushed In the ice 
last winter, The Kit was unable to 
approach nearer than 120 miles to 
Wrangel Island and finally abandoned 
the attempt.

Property Owners Must Provide 
Right-of-Way or Money 
to Expropriate, 


DISTRICT NEEDS TRACKS 
FOR ITS DEVELOPMENT 


Railway Interests Maintain 
That Present Freight Sheds 
Not Large Enough, 


Ottawa, July 20.—The railway com- 
mission has given its decision upon an 
application made by the Massey Har- 
rig company, the Edmonton City Dairy, 
limited, Knight and Frost, the Stand- 
ard Plumbing and Heating company, 
Mmited, and Andrew Lee, for an order 
requiring either the Canadjan Northern 
or the Grand Trunk Pacific railway 
company, under section 226 of the rail- 
way act, to supply and construct sult- 
able spur tracks from the company’s 
matin line in’ the clty of Edmonton, 
along the lane in block 1 and 6, Hud- 
son's Bay reserve at Athabasca ave- 
nue. 

This application {s one which brings 
into question railway facllitles for 
what Is termed the industrial area, ly- 
ing to the west of First street and 
south of Mackenzie avenue. 

The area affected by the principle 
which the present application was 
dealt with, extends from Tenth street 
to First, the Canadian Pacific freight 
sheds and yards being situated on the 
block between Tenth and Eleventh 
streets. 

The applicants desire that the spurs 
should run directly down the lanes and 
without cutting through any lands on 
the subdivision affected, 

The railway companies opposed the 
application on the ground that the traf- 
fic has assumed such proportions that 
the existing freight sheds were insuf- 
ficient; and that, with a view of in- 
creasing local facilities, If was neces- 
sary to build new sheds running on 
the lane in block 7 to a point on the 
lane on block 4. The effect of this 
construction would, of course, prevent 
spurs being run off the C.N.R. track as 
was done in the case of the spurs con- 
structed In blocks 7, 8 and 9, 

The district is one which, as already 
indicated by the commission at a 
former hearing, should get the benefit 
of industrial spurs. The construction 
of these spurs, indeed, is necessary for 
the proper development of the district. 
Without that, the whole scheme of de- 
velopment of the district must fail— 
at least, to a large extent. 

It was pointed out to the property 
owners that their interests were en- 
tirely common, and that, under such 
circumstances, it should not be very 
difficult to bring about such an ar- 
rangement if the local interests would 
enable construction to proceed. The 
construction is entirely for the benefit 
of the propérty owners, while the rail- 
way companies not only don't want it, 
but they oppose the application; and 
if the property owners still desire to 
obtain the spurs, an order will go for 
the work as soon as the right-of-way 
is provided; or, in case the property 
owners find that they cannot obtain 
the right-of-way, just so soon as they 
pay into court a sum of money which 
the engineer of the board will certify 
as necessary to ermble the railways to 
obtain it under expropriation pro- 
ceedings.

London, July 20.—The 


conference of the leaders of 


vince of Ulster caused a pleasant sur- 


prise toGay in-political circles here. It 
was felt that a conference under the 


direct auspices of the king would re- 
sult in a settlement which even the ex- 
tremists of both sides in lreland will 
be compelled to accept Premier 
Asquith and the other polllical leaders 
returned to town today but none of 
them would discuss the latest develop- 
ment of the Irish situation 

The king also curtuiled his visit to 
Spithead and returned quickly to Lon- 
don after reviewing the fleet. He 
went at once to Buckingham Palace. 

London, July 20.—With the last 24 
hours the gravity of thy home rule 
crisis has been aggravated in one re- 
spect and relieved in another. 

When the amending bill is taken up 
in parliament today, l’rime Minister 
Asquith will make an exceedingly im- 
portant statement, the precise nature 
of which is kept secret, but it Is be- 
lieved that it will indicate plainly that 
if an agreement is not reached on the 
bill it will be withdrawn and the home 
rule bill will be placed on the statute 
hooks unaménded. This would show 
that a deadlock has been reached in the 
negotiations of the government with the 
unionist leaders, Probably the debate 
Will be adjourned after Mr. Asquith 
makes his statement. 

On the other hand, it is learned that 
the situation inside the cabinet has 
greatly Improved and that in whatever 
action it takes the cabinet will now be 
a unit, 

But pressure from the king in favor 
of further concessions to the arrange- 
ment has again Increased and the 
king’s attitude may lead to the dis- 
nissing of the government. The min- 
isters are prepared to face that rather 
than betray home rule 

The Irish party maintains the posi- 
tion that the proposition to amend the 
bill sa far as to give Ulster counties 
the right to exclude themselves by vote 
represents the limit to which national 
sentiment can go in the direction of ex- 
clusion 

This is the exact situation this morn- 
ing. It is impossible to say what the 
outcome may be, further than that the 
home rule bill will surely be sent to 
the king for his signature, amended 
or unamended. 

“Statesmantike Plan” 

The Times, editorially, commenting 
on the proposed conference, says— 

“In our opinion, it is a wise, proper 
and statesmanlike step, and more like- 


ly to extricate the country, if anything ! 


can, from the imminent peril wherein 
it stands than any other course that 
could be devised. It is an application 
though an infinitely more important 
matter, of the principle which so often 
has happily been brought into play to 
end a deadlock in industrial disputes, 
Intervention of superior, independent 
and disinterested authority is sought in 
order to bring the parties together in 
an amicable way, and by free discus- 
sion to come to an understanding. 

“In the case of great political parties 
and of a dangerous deadlock like the 
present, there is no one who could play 
that part but the sovereign. The head 
of the state alone stands in a position 
of superior authority and prestige and 
one of absolutely impartiality 

“The event will perhaps bring home 
to many who have never thought about 
it, the real and solid public advantages 
of a constitutional monarehy. It will 
strengthen the crown to the benefit 
of the nation.” 

But while recognizing the fact as the 
most practical and promising course 
available, the Times cannot regard the 
problem as solved and the danger pest. 
It says: 

“The difficulties which have driven 
Mr, Asquith to the present expedient 
are too great or too deeply rooted to be 
summarily disposed of by eight leaders 
sitting around a table,”

Premier As- 
quith has been with the King at 
Portsmouth during the week-end, and 
the king’s anxiety to get the matter 
settled resulted in the decision to call 
the conference, 

It is said that the various leaders in- 
vited have accepted the invitation, 
and that the conference will meet ut 
an early date, probably Tuesday, in 
London. ‘The king will receive the 
delegates, but will not himself preside 
over the conference, which it is con- 
fidently thought under such exalted 
auspices will prove successful. 


At the same time the ministers are 
placing great reliance in the persua- 
sive powers of Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Lloyd George, who has been 
temporarily shunted from his financial 
duties to assist the premier in finding 
a solution for the Irish difficulty. 

Chancellor Lloyd George’s business 
is to smooth the path between the 
Nationalists and Liberals. It is under- 
stood that the government is willing 
to go a considerable way In the direc- | 
tion of meeting the Carsonite demands, 
but are hampered by the unyielding 
attitude of the Nationalists.

Milan, July 20—Beyond the fact 
that they made « brief halt in their 
motor flight teward the frontier, there 
is no trace of Giulio Ulivi and Admiral 
Fornari’s daughter, Maria Luisa, with 
whose initial, the famous M. ultra 
rays were named, A warrant was is- 
sued for Ulivi's arrest on the charge 
of abduction, as the young woman is 
under age. 

Meanwhile a discussion rages as to 
whether Ulivi is a genuine inventor or 
one of the most consummate humbugs 
of the twentieth century. In scientific 
circles his high attainments in mathe- 
matics and electricity are not dis- 
puted. There are still some who fond- 
ly attribute Ulivi's flight to the eccen- 
tricity of his temperament, which 
could brook no. dictation from out- 
siders as to the conditions under which 
he should demonstrate the reallty of 
his claim. In fact, however, the skep- 
ticlsm about him is almost universal, 
and among the skeptics is the world- 
renowned seismologist, Padre Guido 
Aflan. 

“My faith In Ulivi was first shaken,” 
he says, “when I was admitted to his 
secret. workshop shortly after the 
bomb exploding experiments in the 
river Arne. I saw at a glance that the 
short antennas of the poles used by 
Ulivi were utterly incapable of trans- 
mitting energy over anything lke the 
ten miles distance separating him and 
the Arne. Under cross-examination, 
he began to show most extraordinary 
evasiveness, not to say untruthfulness, 

Certain other facts led Aflana to 
write to Ulivi that he must publicly 
withdraw his patronage from him and 
that he had also decided to advise Ad- 
miral Fernari not to give his daughter 
In marriage to a man who, having de- 
celyed his friends and fatherland, still 
persisted {In deplorable bamboozling. 

Ulivi is accused of introducing 
chemical substances into his bombs to 
make them explode spontaneously, Ile 
never used any bombs but those made 
by himself and, moreover, he never 
succeeded in exploding any bombs un-

From 
Vancouver come stories of the Hindoos making bombs for the 
purpose of blowing up anyone with a badge or uniform of 
authority and stories of the manufacture absolutely out of the 
whole cioth by the Hindoos imprisoned on the Komagata of 
most heartrending stories of privation, hunger and thirst in- 
flicted upon them by the port officers. : 

The whole thing appears now to have been from the first 
a very astutely-handled piece of agitation put forward by In- 
dian malcontents who are seeking to undermine the confidence 
of Hindoos in the British government of that empire, and the 
underlying purpose, quite evidently, is to prove to the Hindoos 
by actual example that no matter how vehemently they may 
be assurred in India that they are full-fledged citizens who 
enjoy all the rights and advantages of British subjects, these 
rights and advantages they are not allowed to exercise when 
the matter is put to the real test. 

It never was a secret with the British government that 
Britain’s peaceful retention of the dominant position in India 
is based almost entirely upon the circumstance that through 
the centuries the children of Buddah sleep. But thoughtless 
of the outcome, the British have wakened them up and have 
given them a breakfast of popular education. Millions can 
read now where none of their caste or class could ever have 
hoped to read without British intervention. Today the spread 
of the circulation of printed matter in India ranks with the 
same advance of newspaper circulation in Japan as one of the 
marvels of the age. As a journeyman agitator, a reasonably 
adept Hindoo politician has Samuel Gompers, Emma Gold- 
man and Billy Heywood looking like stolid philosophers. Just 
as a sample of their endeavors, the Komagata Maru incident 
may be taken to indicate that they are pretty fairly active at 
the present moment. Millions of Indians will read the story 
as told by the Hindoos themselves. If Britain is going to hold 
peaceable possession of India for very long it may be neces- 
sary for the Imperial government to put the Borden images at 
Ottawa through some sort of educational course to teach them 
how to avoid being made monkeys of by the first Hindoo agi- 
{ator who realizes their urbanity. In their present state, the 
Borden gang are so easy that they are a menace to the empire. 


THE UNSPORTSMANLIKE 
DEFERRED ELECTION. 

The iniquity of the deferred election is once again brought 
info prominence by the situation which the Roblin govern. 
ment is placed in by the election just now partially completed 
in Manitoba. 

Defeated by the popular vote of the province, and with- 
out a sufficient number of seats to command a working ma- 
jority, Roblin is now in the position where he is dependent 
upon the three deferred elections in the three northern con- 
stituencies for his hope of a working majority. 

The case now is that if the inducements he has to offer 
are suflicient, these three constituencies can place Roblin’s 
government in power for another four years, even after the 
popular vote of the province has expressed its lack of confid- 
ence in that government. 

Considering that those on the outer fringe receive in 
ordinary times but precious little from the government in the 
way of public works, and considering that the backwoods con- 
stituents seldom receive the deferential attention which the 
strategic importance of their present position demands, it 
would be more than one has a right to expect of human nature 
that they should refuse to take advantage of their present 
opportunity. In all probability they will force a government 
upon the province of Manitoba which Manitoba does not want, 
and which even they themselves would vote against under 
ordinary circumstances, 

The deferred election is unsportsmantlike, to say the very 
least. It is a constitutional hold out which a government 
afraid of the consequences makes in the hope that it may be 
used to save it even after it has been defeated. No matter by 
which party the deferred election is practised it is wrong 
both in principle.and in practise, and the subterfuge that it 
is necessary on account of the inability of returning officers 
to get ballot boxes out into the region of the big sticks has long 
ago taken its place as among the palpable myths of the fron- 
tier in all except a few instances so rare that they could be
